”1 he claim of the H ungarians that 
the industrial and political center of 
gravity has shifted from Austria to 
Hungary has in it much of truth, and 
the Hungarian representatives in a sk ­ 
ing co n cessio n s of the 
emperor are 
asking only that which it is m ore than 
probable they have the power to force 
if a resort 
to arm s w ere 
m ade the 
court of last appeal. 
Into the controversy have entered 
the Questions of com m ercial treaties, 
tile foreign m ission s and a num ber of 
econom ic m atters, but first of all is 
the powder-charged 
question 
of the 
arm y. 
Francis Joseph has told 
tile 
Hungarian 
coalition 
representatives 
flatly that the 
question of changing 
the language of com m and in the arm y 
to the tongue of the m en w ho serve 
in individual regim ents cannot be con­ 
sidered for 
1 moment. 
The receivin g of orders and of ta c ti­

allen to their ears, has been a caus? 
of anger to the- Hungarian rank and 
file. 
T hey have felt that it w as an 
im plication that they w ere a subject 
race. 
This m atter, in which 
reform has 
bec n sought and has been refused, it 
is supposed, finally m ay result in an 
upheaval w hich 
will mean 
the d is­ 
m em berm ent of the dual monarchy. 
It is a sentim en tal m atter, but s e n ­ 
timent has caused m ore than one war. 
T h e recent elections 
in Hungary 
overturned m atters. The l iberal party 
had been in control for years, but w as 
overw helm ingly defeated by the party 
known sim ply as the opposition. T he 
victors have disclaim ed all along that 
they seek 
absolute separation 
from 
Austria, 
but 
their 
every 
act 
has 
pointed to tile conclusion that if that 
which they dem anded of the em peror 
w ere not granted, separation w as the 
only alternative, even if there m ust be 
a resort to revolution.
